1 . MARCH 6 WAS LAST DAY EOR TILING PAN AM SUMMER SCHEDULES 
WHICH BEGIN APRIL 6. ANKARA PAN AM REP PEDERSEN TOLD US 
THAT SUMMER SCHEDULE VIRTUALLY IDENTICAL PRESENT SCHEDULES, 
THE ONLY DIFEERENCE BEING CHANGE ARRIVAL AND DEPARTURE TIMES 
FOR FLIGHTS 001/002. ACCORDINGLY, PEDERSEN HAS ROUTINELY FILED 
THIS CHANGE WITH TURKISH CIVIL AVIATION DEPARTMENT. 

2. UNLESS INSTRUCTED OTHERWISE, WE DO NOT PROPOSE CALLING 
THIS FILING TO ATTENTION MEA. FIRST, IT IS LIKELY CHANGE WILL BE 
ROUTINELY APPROVED BY CIVIL AVIATION DEPARTMENT. MOREOVER, 

IF, AS INDICATIONS SUGGEST, MEA (SPECIFICALLY PARMAN) IS 
LABORING UNDER MISAPPREHENSION IT HAS VETO POWER OVER PAN AM 
SCHEDULES, WE SEE NO PURPOSE BEING SERVED BY PROVIDING MFA 
OPPORTUNITY TO ATTEMPT EXERCISE THIS VETO OVER WHAT AMOUNTS 
TO PRESENT PAN AM SCHEDULES. FINALLY, WHEN ORIGINAL 
PROPOSED SCHEDULES WERE GIVEN TO MFA, IT WAS EXPLAINED THAT 
BECAUSE OF FACTORS (SUCH AS THE ENERGY CRISIS, UNRELATED TO PAN 
AM SERVICE IN TURKEY OR THE U.S./TURKISH BILATERAL TALKS, 

THESE SCHEDULES WERE TENTATIVE AND SUBJECT TO CHANGE. 
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
